IVORY COAST-ANGOLA COFFEE COOPERATION--Luanda, 17 July--A delegation from 
Ivory Coast, made up of four members and led by Manguy Joseph, general 
manager of OAIAC (Inter-African Coffee Organization), left Luanda on 
Wednesday night ac the end of an official 8-day visit in response to an 
invitation from the Angolan Agriculture Ministry. Questioned by ANGOP

that the visit is a part of the agreements to be drawn up between the 
People's Republic of Angola and the Ivory Coast in the field of agriculture, 
The Ivory Coast official ludicated that his group had an opportunity to 
meet with Angolan political-administrative authorities with whom they 
exchanged viewpoints regarding the development of bilateral cooperation,

ETHLOPLAN-DJIBOUTIAN TOURISM COMMITTEE--Addis Ababa’ TENA)--The Ethiopian 
Tourism Commission and the Ministry of Trade, Transport and Tourism of 

the Djibouti Republic have expressed satisfaction at the relations between 
the two countries in the field of tourism and agreed to establish a joint 
tourism committee to further promote their co-operation in this field.

GHANA=GUINEA JOLNT COMMISSION--The three-day fifth session of the Ghana- 
Guinea Permanent Joint Commission for Co-operation opened in Accra yeater~ 
day with a call on the delegates to secure a legal basis for the ratifica- 
tion of all agreements which had been signed but had not been put into 
operation. The Minister of Foreign Affairs, Dr I.K. Chinebuah, who made 
the call said the results of the joint efforts should reflect a positive 
development and improvement in the lifestyle of the common man, Since the 
inauguration of the commission five years ago, he said, Ghana and Guinea 
had chartered courses in trade, health, maritime, navigation, postal and 
telecommunication services, legal co-operation, utilization and marine 
resources, fisheries and financial transfers.

BANK TO ADD BRANCHES, INCREASE SERVICES 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 27 Jul 80 pp 1, 8 


lText/ Addis Ababa (EH)--An accelerated ramification programme which 
included 18 and 12 new branch offices opened in the formerly neglected 

areas of the country by the Commercial Bank of Ethiopia §.C. and the Addis 
Bank, respectively, prior to their amalgamation, has been instrumental in 
accelerating rural co-operative movements, stimulate the growth of small- 
scale and cottage industries and in meeting the growing banking needs of 
the broad masses of the society since the onset of the Ethiopian Revolution. 


The above information was obtained from a ‘ovcument issued recently by the 
public relations office of the Commercial Bank of Ethiopia. 


This branch expansion programme extensively uniertaken by the two banks 
also contributed to the growth in deposits and loans, it was learnt. 
Accordingly, a total deposit balance of 17,866,740 Birr wes recorded while 
the total outstanding balance of loan stood at 2,598,704 Birr out of the 
sum catered to the various sectors of the economy in February, 1980 by the 
new branches opened by the Commercial Bank S.C. since 1974, it said. 


Assessing the credit disbursement and deposit mobilization, the document 
revealed that the total deposits of the Commercial Bank of Ethiopia S.C. 
which stood at 461,715,499 Birr at the close of February 1974 reached a 
level of 1,014,262,407 Birr or 120% increase at the end of February, 1980, 
while loans jumped from 358,702,474 Birr to 936,146,726 Birr or 161% rise 
during the same period. Similarly, the outstanding credit extended by Addis 
Bank reached 151,483,803 Birr while 250,569,561 Birr was mobilized in the 
form of deposits as at the end of February 1980, the document noted. 


The document recounted the revolutionary government's successive efforts 
to reorganize the banking system in accordance with socialist principles 
to disseminate banking habits throughout the country by way of equitable 
disbribution of services, extension of loans and other facilities to co- 
operatives, private and public enterprises and to attract savings from the 
population at large for national development efforts.

tion of all idle tunde from all sectore and provide them to those priority 
sectors that are short of financial resources as directed by the national 
plan, 


The document aleo remarked that at thie period of transition, the Commer- 
cial Bank of Ethiopia shall use ite facilities as a factor of strengthen- 
ing and expanding the state and socialized sectors of the economy to pave 
way for the ultimate fulfilment of the objectives of socialist economy 
syetenm. 


The wealth of banking experience of the Commercial Bank of Ethiopia §.C. 
and Addis Ababa accumulated through the years and the added assets and 
reserves of the two banks a8 4 result ot the merger will give the unified 
Bank a firm ground to widen ite scope of activities in the years ahead, 
it was noted. 


The total outstanding loans taken over by the new Commercial Bank of 
Ethiopia hase reached an unprecedented level of 1,026,929,529 Birr while 
the deposits amounted to 1,264,743,956 Birr as of Feb. 1980, the document 
etated. The total assets increased to the tune of 2,257,797,278 Birr, it 
was noted. 


The Bank has started its operation with a paid-up capital of 65 million 
Birr, and a general reserve of 11 million Birr, which make it financially 
sound, it was revealed. This would make the new Bank ever more reliable 
in the eyes of foreign banks that would contribute immensely to the promo- 
tion of the country's international trade in obtaining credit facilities, 
bank guarantees and other services which further strengthen its relations 
with them, the document added. 


The new Bank has currently 3,633 employees assigned at ‘ts 128 branches in 
different parts of the country, it was learnt. The shortage of skilled 
manpower that might have been felt has been covered by the merger of the 
two banks, it noted.

STATISTICS REPORTED FOR SCHOOLS, STUDENTS, TEACHERS 


Throughout Country

[Texy/ Addie Ababa (ENA)--There were 2,182,400 students in Ethiopia in 
6,096 elementary, junior and secondary schoole during the school year just 
ended, the Statistics Section under the Planning Services of Ministry of 
Education disclosed. 


Of the total number of students 1,811,100 are in 5,213 elementary schools, 
186, 100 students in 712 junior secondary schools and 185,200 students in 
169 secondary achoole. The Statistics Section of the Ministry revealed 
that 38 percent of the elementary school age children, 13.3 percent of 
junior high school age children and 7.1 percent of secondary school age 
children actually attend classes. 


Of the 2,182,400 students in the 619,400 are in elementary schools, 66,400 
in junior high schools and 65,400 in secondary schools. 


The Statistics Section also disclosed that out of the 6,094 schools 2,807 
have been constructed after the eruption of the revolution which have 

given opportunities for 1,138,500 students. This means that the number of 
students in the country hae doubled after the revolution. During the 
post-revolution the number of elementary schools increased by 2,459 junior 
high schools by 292 and secondary schools by 56, according to data provided 
by the Statistics Section of the Ministry of Education. 


The statistics also revealed that there are 30,600 teachers for elementary 
schools, 4,640 for junior high schools and 4,350 teachers for secondary 
schools. Of the total number of teachers, 5059 are assigned to 292 schools 
in Addis Ababa where there are 272,900 students and 91 junior and 18 
secondary schools. 


Every year about 5,000 teachers graduate from the nine teacher training 
institutes in the country. Four of the institutes have been constructed 
after the eruption of the popular revolution.

[Texg/ Addie Ababa (BNA)--Plane have been finalised to establish technical 
and vocational schools in each of the four gsones of the capital by pooling 
the manpower resources of available teachers and consolidating selected 
comprehensive secondary achoole, 


According to Comrece Tafease Aafew, General Manager of the Addis Ababa 
Schoole Administration Office, the new infrastructural facilities will 
comprise comprehensive, technical and vocational secondary achoole to be 
located within the present premises of the General Wingate School, the 
Entoto Comprehensive Secondary School, Nefas Silk Comprehensive Secondary 
School and an unidentified site in the Eastern Zone. Priority has been 
xiven to the Eastern Zone and General Wingate Comprehensive Secondary Tech- 
nical and vocational schools which will be operational beginning the next 
academic year. 


Comrade Tafesse pointed out that during the academic year just ended, 510 
students were graduated in production technology from the Addis Ababa 
Technical School and another 7,958 students were graduated in other courses 
including commerce and home economics. Another 271 were graduated in 
production technology, 1,762 in commercial training and 3,825 in pure 
academic courses by attending evening and part-time classes during the 

same period, it was disclosed. 


Comrade Tafesse also noted that a total of 275,947 stuvents attended the 
224 primary and secondary schools in the capital during the last academic 
year. He pointed out moreover, that there are presently 64 government, 
i27? public and 33 church, mission and community schools in Addis Ababa. 
The enrollment during the period mentioned totaled 168,181 (government), 
90759 (public) and 17,000 (church, mission and comunity). 


The general manager of the Addis Ababa Schools Administration Office also 
revealed that over 49,000 students were enrolled in senior secondary 
schools last year and that 16,992 candidates sat for the eighth grade 
leaving examinations earlier this year. 


School population is reported to be increased at a rate of upwards of nine 
percent annually. This increase is partly reflected in the number of 


night school participants whose number soared from 56,000 in 1978/79 to 
84,450 in 1979/80. 


The problem of teacher shortage has been so acute that it has necessitated 
the recruitment of third and fourth-year university students to work in 
their spare time. Some 220 student-teachers were deployed last year.

DIRECTIVE PROMOTES HANDICRAFTS COOPERATIVES

LExcerptg/ Addis Ababa (EH)--Since the issuance of the Directive for 
Handicrafts Producers’ Co-operatives in July 1979, 28 handicrafts pro- 
ducers’ co-operatives vested with juridical personalities and having a 
capital of 2.5 million Birr, over 50 primary-stage handicrafts producers’ 
co-operatives, and 750 service handicrafts’ co-operatives with an average 
capital of from 15 to 18 million Birr have been established. 


This was disclosed by Comrade Selame-Ab Wolde Teadik, General Manager of 
the Handicrafts and Small-scale Industries Development Agency (HASIDA), 
at a press conference here yesterday in observance of the end of the 
first year since the issuance of the Directive. 


Comrade Selame-Ab, giving a geographical breakdown of the 28 handicrafts 
producers’ co-operatives vested with juridical personalities after fulfil- 
ling the preliminary requirements, asserted that six of them are situated 
in Addis Ababa, seven in Shoa region, five in Arssi, one in Gondar and 
three each in the administrative regions of Kaffa, Gamo Goffa and Tigrai. 
These handicrafts producers’ co-operatives are in the fields of tailoring, 
woodwork, spi aing and weaving, metalwork, confectionary, taxidermy and 
smithy, the general manager pointed out.

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FRANCO=GABONESE MILITARY MANEUVERS DETAILED

(Text) The celebration of the centennial of the founding of Franceville 
will be marked today by an important parade, Participating in this military 
exercise will be all of the national security forces which took part in the 
Franco-Gabonese "Franceville 80" maneuvers and the French counterpart 
forces of our unite. 


Among the arrivals yesterday to the capital of Upper-Ogooue were che prime 
minister, Mr Leon Mebiame, the second vice prime minister, Mr Etienne-Guy 
Mouvagha, State Ministers Mamiaka, Mbouy-Boutzit and Owono-Nguema, the 
permanent delegate of the secretary general and founder of the Gabonese 
Democratic Party (PDG), Mr Jean-Stanislas Migolet. 





Yesterday also the president of the republic, El Hadj Omar Bongo, visited 
the fair. 


The Franco-Gabonese military maneuvers, codenamed "Franceville 80," began 
1 July and ended last Thursday. Wednesday was marked by the air-ground 
operation attended by the president of the republic, supreme chief of the 
armies. 


Alter the protocol and military formalities, since the chief of state had 
donned his uniform as general of the Air Army, His Excellency El Hadj Omar 
Bongo was given a quick but precise briefing by Col-Maj Idriss Ngari, chief 
of staff of the Ground and Naval Forces (FTN), on the "Franceville 80" 
exercise. 


Prior to that, in the honor room of the Mvengue Airport, Lt Gen Ba Oumar, 
commander in chief of the FIN and the Air Force, expressed his thanks to 
the president of the republic for having accepted, despite his heavy 
schedule, to attend one of the most interesting phases of "Franceville 80."

The “Blues” and the "Oranges" 


After the maneuvers began at Lekedi Bridge the “Asure Blue” or Gabonese 
forces continued to chase the enemy (Orange) as tar as Moanda, where the 
latter had solid reinforcements and retaliated validly at the attack of 
ite adversary 


Faced with the imposing Blue force, the aggressor finally withdrew as far 
ae the bridge on the Lebomby, where it spent the night of 1 July. It blows 
up the bridge after crossing it. When the Gabonese forces arrive there on 
2 July, an action of almost an hour pite them against the Orange force 
which, while returning fire, withdraws to the road junction of the Sugar 
Company of Upper-Ogooue (SOSUHO)., To ford the Lebomby, the Blues borrow 
two motorboate., 


But while the Oranges were heading gradually towards Mvengue, the Blue air 
army was dropping almost 200 French and Gabonese paratroopers at the Omar 
Bongo International Airport with the mission of engaging the enemy and 
retaking the airfield controlled by the latter since the last week of June, 


It is this animated phase of the maneuvers which the Presicent of the 
Republic, his delegation and the public attended at Mvengue on Wednesday, 
2 July. Onee on the ground, the paratroopers were to use evasion and to 
return the fire of the Orange enemy, billeted on the outskirts of the 
airfield, 


Thursday morning, after having reached the SOSUHO road junctiog, the Orange 
military forces split into two groups. One advanced towards Franceville 
and the other entered on the road to Leconi which it would not reach, for 
it was preceded by some Gabonese paratroopers dropped very early into this 
zone. The enemy is thus encircled. So it is that the Orange forces end 
their venture, caught in a sort of trap. 


Franco-Gabonese Command 


It should be mentioned that these maneuvers immobilized a large number of 
men and material, both French as well as Gabonese. On the other hand, the 
Franco-Gabonese aspect of "Franceville 80" was demonstrated not only on 
the ground but also at the command level. Working together to command the 
Orange forces were Major Pigeont and Captain-Major Mombo for the Gabonese 
forces (Azure Blue), Colonel Ella Abessolo and Lieutenant Colonel Pierre 
Thevenon. The airborne troops, for their part, were commanded jointly by 
Lieutenant Colonel Chapeux and Commandant-Major Andre Oyini. The general 
headquarters of the maneuvers was run by Colonel-Major Idriss Ngari and 
Lieutenant Colonel Launey. Generals Maldan, Andre Zong, Roux and Ba Oumar 
followed closely the progress of the maneuvers on the ground. And General 
Ba Oumar, in his talk at the airport, did not fail to bring out the impor- 
tance of the participation of the national gendarmerie, the police force, 
che air army and the presidential guard in “Franceville 80."

BRITLSH LOAN AGREEMENT--The Standard Chartered Merchant Bank Limited is 
to grant Ghana a credit package totalling 27.6 million dollars for the 
importation of essential materials uader an agreement signed here yester- 
day. The credit package comprises a 23.5 million-dollar loan guaranteed 
by Britain's Export Credit Guarantee Department and an Eurodollar loan of 
4.15 million dollars. The sums made available by the Merchant Bank and 
its parent company Standard Chartered Bank Ltd., will be used to finance 
the importation into Ghana of essential raw materials, consumer goods, 
plant, machinery, vehicles and capital equipment. Mr Alex Asbiabor, 
Governor of the Bank of Ghana, signed for his country wile Mr M.D.

PLANT EXPLOSION DEPRIVES CAPITAL OF WATER, ELECTRICITY 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 7 Jun 80 p 8 


(Excerpts) The largest generator set at the powerplant exploded last Satur- 
day, Once again plunging the capital into a period of darkness. From what 
we were able to learn from management at the National Energy Institute's Op- 
erating Department, the situation will continue for at least 1.5 or 2 months, 
with its inevitable repercussions on the city's water supply. 


A West German technician left for the FRG via Lisbon last Wednesday for the 
purpose of acquiring the parts necessary for repairing the damage done to 

the generator set. The official in charge of the powerplant, comrade Julio 
Brito Ribeiro Furtado, told our reporters that the trip by the German tech- 
nician, who is a member of the group in charge of installing sets 1 and 2, 
which were recently repaired in the FRG, is to last about 15 or 20 days. 

Some of the parts--which include pistons, jackets, oil pump liners, valves, 
and other fittings--must be shipped by boat, indicating that the situation 
will continue for about 2 months, until the set can be repaired and installed. 


According to the plant official, the explosion was caused by a lack of water, 
which supposedly caused a drop in voltage with the consequent shutdown of 
the pump, followed by the explosion. The three employees on duty at the 
time could not account for the accident, which occurred at about 0500 hours. 
As a result, they are being held by police for questioning in an attempt to 
determine responsibilities. 


In the meantime, power outages are continuing throughout the capital, while 
the plan necessary for supplying light and water to the population remains 
under study. 


The reason why the parts must be obtained in the FRG is that the manufac- 
turer's agent in Lisbon does not have them in stock.

[Excerpts] The Second National Economic Policy Meeting 
of the FRELIMO Party ended the day before yesterday. 

The meeting lasted 2-1/2 days and wae directed by 
Marcelino dos Santos, member, Permanent Political 
Committee, and FRELIMO Party Central Committee secretary 
for economic policy. As we revealed in yesterday's 
edition, Marcelino dos Santos delivered an important 
address during the closing session which we are here- 

by reproducing below. 


Comrade members of the Central Committee, 


Comrade invited guests and participants in this Second National Economic 
Policy Meeting, 


Dear comrades, 


Today we conclude the party's Second National Economic Policy Meeting. 
Throughout the past 2-1/2 days we have been working together to derive the 
necessary conclusions from our experience. 


We heard the reports from the comrade economic policy secretaries of the 
provincial committees. These reports enabled us to get an idea of the 
degree of development of our work and the level of our awareness of these 
problems. In some cases we coatinue to struggle with difficulties in 
making a distinction between the work of the government machinery and 
that of the party apparatus. We saw that some of us are not getting a 
handle on our problem, acting as a receptacle of knowledge, not as a 
center of action. 


We note however that, overall, we did make progress in our work and we did 
grow in combat. Our knowledge of the reality of the life of the people and 
the economy in the provinces is appreciable. The comrade secretaries, 
particularly in those provinces where our degree of development permits 

the existence of cadres who work full-time in the part,, *re really 
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beginning te develop 4a mastery of the complexity of economic life and to 
take action tegarding those problems, issuing guidelines, educating the 
people, providing dynamic impetus for our government structures and the 
democratic masse organigations, in this particular case, we think that 

it is only fair to single out the example given by the economic policy 
comrades of Inhambane, We heard the party's action report, we saw that 
the FRELIMO ie really in control of the situation, The problems are 
great, their complexity ia difficult to master, and many times solutions 
can emerge only in long-range terme, But the important thing is, the 
thing we must be ware of, ie that our life is taking place in an atmos- 
phere of clase «'ruggle, Thie is a clase struggle in which we many times 
do not see the enemy physically, where many times it is difficult to 
define the enemy because we are losing the perspective, because we forget 
our history, the history of the liberation struggle, the experience of the 
past 5 yeare of tndependence, 


We are beset by numerous probleme that confront us, many of them repeatedly, 
and we are gradually losing the capacity to overcome our own inadequacies. 
This ie why we must cultivate the habit of productive and frank discussion 
between us, the members of the party. 


Thie national meeting was a moment of yeflection, of impetus for our ad- 
vances in the work of the party. 


We heard the reports from the celle in the strategic enterprises of our 
economy, ae well as the celle in the ministries. Through these reports 
we were able to get a very clear picture of the party's situation on the 
grass-roots level, One important conclusion which we can derive is the 
need for the DPE and the DPC to establish much closer connections between 
the celle on the central level, to give them guidelines for the long-term 
development we want for our country as well as guidance on the real sig- 
aificanee of the victory over underdevelopment. 


Comrades, 


The political and organizational offensive is now underway in our country 
as 4 logical consequence of the liberation war. 


The offensive shows us where our weak points are: Red tape and the do- 
nothing attitude of government agencies, enemy infiltration in our 
structures, the bureaucratization of many of our government enterprises, 

the corruption of civil service in the government machinery, liberalism, 
corruption, and lack of discipline among a large segment of the enterprises, 
as well as confusion and dispersion of leadership. All of these faults, 
which were detected during the offensive, enable us today to ask ourselves 
how it will be possible for us victoriously to go into the decade of 

victory over underdevelupment with this heavy burden. 

















The great popular enthusiasm, the maseive participation of the people in 
the execution 9! the offens!ivee=these are guarantees that the political 
and organisational offensive is a necessity, a manifestation of the 
atrength of the revolution, 


When the seed is good, no matter where it ie planted, the final result 
will be the birth of a leafy and mighty tree, 


The measures announced by our government for the adjustment of prices on 
certain goods also were a subject for analysis during our national meeting. 
We can say that=-although the party members present generally welcomed the 
measures=-their capacity for explaining those measures to the population 
was not exactly etron,. Thies meeting, the discussions we had here, will 
enable use to strengthen our understanding and to prepare ourselves for 

the confrontation with the reactionary forces. 


The reality of our economic etructure is in many waye etill a direct 
product of our colonial heritage, About 50 percent of our industrial raw 
materials come from imports. Contrary to what is normal in the economies 
of the developed countries, our enterprises do not have a tradition of 
contacts among each other; there are no well-developed relations between 
industries, They are basically linked to the outeide world and they 
depend on imported raw materiale. 


Ever since independence, our government has been pursuing a policy of 
holding product prices down, particularly those on daily necessities for 
the consumption of the population. This is a heavy burden on the govern- 
ment budget since we have been systematically subsidizing the enterprises. 


As we had an opportunity to see for ourselves during our discussions, 
price adjustment is nothing more than moving the prices of some products 
closer to their real value, in other words, their production costs. On 
the other hand, as producer prices go up on some products, such as meat 
and corn, we can allow an improvement in their living conditions and ve 
are providing incentives for production. Wages are rather closely linked 
to the price problem complex as many comrades pointed out during the 
meeting. We can say that the wage volume which we receive today is 
considerably higher than the volume of goods we can purchase, The 
situation here is quite complex. The disorganized and general wage hikes 
during the provisional government caused a deterioration in the situation 
of anarchy and injustice left to ue by colonialism. In making a sober and 
careful analysis of the current situation in this area, we see that there 
have generally been salary hikes for civil servants, as well as banking, 
commerce, and service employees, compared to 1974. The same happened in 
many enterprises. 


The creation of the socialist society in Mozambique demands sacrifices of 
all of us. The construction of socialism, in the current phase of our 
development, may signify shortages of essential goods, housing problems, 
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lack of means of transportation, The essential pertion of our wealth 
must be invested, tT! we consume everything we produce, how are we going 
to grow? At the expense of what! Our sacrifices, the difficult battles 
which we are fighting againet hunger and nakednese are the price which we 
must pay eo that our children will have abundance, so that they will have 
shoes and clothing to wear, so that they may have cars and schools, so 
that our children may respect and honor the name of their parents. 


Comrades, 


The Second National Keonomic Policy Meeting aleo enabled us to detect some 
apecific probless for which we must immediately find a way of solution, 


ne of the moet salient aspects has to do with the need for separating 
party work from government work, The party directs the atate and society, 
it organizes and mebiliszes the people toward the communal villages, the 
cooperatives, and production, 


The party educates the masses also through the example set by its members, 


We @uet operate in a manner directly linked to the masses, with the help 
of a profound knowledge of the situation, prevailing as leaders through 
the correction of our position, through the dynamism of our action, 


in the course of the meeting, we came to understand the importance of 
having the departments of the Central Committee keep closer tabs on the 
celle in the economic ministries and in the enterprises that are not 
under the control of the cabinet, The responsibility for checking on 
theee celle wae spelled out by the Permanent Political Committee and by 
the Central Committee Secretariat which charged the DPE [Department of 
Economic Policy) and the DPC (Department of Production and Commerce) 
with thie function, This means that they must render accounts for their

PORTS READY TO HANDLE ADDITIONAL CARGO

[Excerpts] The “porte of People's Republic of Mozambique are in a position 
to handle all additional cargo that may come from the countries of the 
‘hinterland’ (interior) in this part of southern Africa" Subhaschandra 
Bhatt, national director of porte and railroads, emphasized in being 
questioned by the press concerning the recent meeting in Maputo of the 
nine countries constituting the Regional Transportation and Communications 
Commission, 


Mozambique Port Capacity 


"The port of Maputo,” he said, “at thie time is running at about 60 per- 
cent of its capacity; the port of Beira is operating approximately be- 
tween 65 and 70 percent of capacity. In all of our ports, that is, 
Maputo, Beira and Nacala, we can say that we are now handling about 50 
percent of the total existing capacity volume." 


This is why, as was emphasized by this official, additional traffic, which 
may come from the countries of the "hinterland" can be handled immediately 
in the country's ports. 


Efficiency Increase Necessary 


But that does not mean that new investments are not necessary with a view 
to improving the efficiency and transport capacity. On the other hand it 
is necessary to renew some railroad lines, for example, the northern line, 
connecting Nacala to the border with Malawi. According to the national 
director of ports and railroads, this line will have to be renovated; 
contacts have already been established with some construction companies 
which were asked to quote prices and draw up a renewal project. 


In addition to the northern line, it is also necessary to look into the 
port of Beira which right now can handle only ships of up to 25,000 tons. 
A preliminary feasibility was conducted by a British consulting firm with 
a view to increasing the capacity of its access channels so that it can 
accommodate larger vessels.

CENSUS VERSUS SUPPLY INQUIRY=-The population census for Greater Maputo, 
designed to gather the data necessary for the implementation of the new 
supply system, is practically complete. In view of the complexity of 
this effort and in accordance with information given to our reporter by 
Mario Guerreiro, director of the Maputo supply office, there are some 
situations which must be reviewed, relating to the activity carried out 
so far.

[Text] Pretoria--The world competition for getting at the strategic 
advantages of South Africa has increased to such an extent that the 
conference table is no longer accepted as the appropriate place for 
correctly determining which side ought to have them, 


This was the statement made yesterday by Brig Stan Schutte, the East 
Rand divisional investigation officer, in the course of the security 
seminar: Security in Trade and Industry in South Africa. 


Brig Schutte sketched the role of the urban terrorist in our society, 
saying that the actual reason for terrorism in South Africa is that 
the country has so many strategic values in Africa that it is being 
gazed upon with covetous eyes. 


The minerals of South Africa have become so important that the party 

which has control of the country will also control the West. Control 
of South Africa will also mean control of the routes between East and 
West, said Brig Schutte. 


He said that there are two groups involved in the drive on South Africa, 
namely, the terrorists who are doing the groundwork as the lackeys of 
Russia and Russia itself as the manipulator of the terrorists. 


"South Africa cannot afford the luxury of not properly identifying its 
enemy. A mistake in this respect and a lack of sober realism can do 
irreparable damage in the defense system confronting this attach. 


There is no difference between the rural and the urban terrorist; one is 
an extension of the other and has become an unmistakable part of the 
pattern of those who are planning the overthrow of the national order. 


Their ranks are filled by the intelligentsia, students, idle persons, 
farmers, criminals, politicians, men, women and children. An almost 
inexhaustible source from which their ranks can be filled is being 
supplied as a result of their claim that they are acting in the name 
of society and the less privileged. 
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Terrorists pre er targets which will not cause deprivations to ‘ne popu- 
lation. If in tallations which are used daily by the population are 
attacked and the inhabitants are inconvenienced this could cause problems 
for the terrorisate in recruiting goodwill among the population. 


Urban terrorism has become an additional factor which must be taken into 
consideration in any future planning. Its most important goal is the 
destruction of the existing society in all its facets. Its objective is 
negative, counterproductive and is not aimed at specific political objec- 
tives. Terrorists have no preconceived idea of what musc replace the order 
they want to destroy. 


Because of the unpredictability of terrorist actions it is difficult to 
work out precautionary measures ahead of time because the terrorists’ 
strategy is being planned on a moment-to-moment basis. 


When urban terrorism takes place the countermeasure must be correct and 
effective in all respects. 


While the intruder's measures are aimless in certain cases, those of the 
government must be purposeful and unmercifully unindulgent. According 

to Brig Schutte the success of the terrorists iics in the fact that those 
who are responsible for security can assess the damage only after the 
terrorists have carried out their actions and disappeared. 


Preparedness on your part, your workers, in your premises, so that help 
will be provided against the terrorists and not for them, is extremely 
important in combating terrorism." 


‘Workers must be motivated for the struggle and the matter of defense 
must not be left to others.” 


"One must be able to count on the loyalty of workers, residences and 
industrial areas must be guarded and this should not be left to the 
police alone." 


"It is necessary that employees by fully informed and continue to be 
informed as far as their own security is concerned."

SURGE OF SOUTH AFRICAN BLACK NATIONALISM PREDICTED 
Johannesburg DIE TRANSVALER in Afrikaans 27 Jun 80 p 12 


[Perspective Column: "Zimbabwe, Southwest Africa Encourage South African 
Blacks") 


[Text] Bloemfontein--"The simple truth is that the 
successful outcome of the Rhodesian Revolution presents 
a picture of human dignity to the South African blacks 
and this cannot be equaled or compensated by any 
economic gains." 


This is what Prof Marinus Wiechens, of the University of South Africa, 
said here yesterday. He was speaking at the annual gathering of the 
South African Academy of Science and Arts on the subject of South Africa 
in the African context of: Zimbabwe and Southwest Africa. 


He stated that through the existing order of things an appearance of 
immutability and power is being maintained, because this order has as its 
backing and support this same prevailing power. The danger is that outside 
of this order new forces are taking root and this is not being appropri- 
ately realized, because it is so reassuring to maintain the present order. 


"In South Africa we have an established constitutional order and in 
accordance with it our internal problems, in theory, are actually re- 
solved. However, Zimbabwe and Southwest Africa are pressing upon us 
another reality which is outs’de of our existing order of things and in 
an Africa context this reality is jerking us as no other event in the 
continent has ever jerked us before." 


"Only the future will tell us whether we have grasped and evaluated our 
position in the Africa context in time--as a result of the experiences 
in Zimbabwe and Southwest Africa.” 


Professor Wiechers said that Southwest Africa is a Third World problem 
which has dominated debates in the United Nations for the past 30 years. 
Whatever happens in that country, and the way in which politics in and 
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out of the are: develop, one fact must be observed straightforwardly: 
The road to in ernational recognition runs through the United Nations. 


The preatige of the United Nations is most closely coupled to the solution 
of the Southwest Africa dispute and no power or country which wants to 
maintain good relations with African countries would under any circum- 
stances want to accept any other arrangement. 


Out of the long years of impasses Southwest Africa itself is beginning 

to look for an existence of its own. The burning question is whether the 
internal momentum {11 have a greater dynamic than the revolutionary forces 
which have been uniettered as the years have gone by. 


Independence for Rhodesia required that Britain place ite final approval 
on it. Independence for Southwest ‘frica will come only if the United 
Nations gives its approval for this. 


Professor Wiechers stated that an independent Zimbabwe and a Southwest on 
its way to independence are confronting South Africa with a new reality: 


Two countries with black governments are coming into existence along 
South Africa's northern frontiers. 


Despite South Africa's strong economic position indications are that the 
new countries will be collaborating more closely with the other so-c.:lled 
front-line states for the purpose of countering South Africa's hegemony. 


As a result of its own policy South Africa has three additional independent 
black countries in its midst. There are no rural sections in South Africa 
which are not at present either face to face with or near a black African 
country. Mindful of the fact that the Rhodesian guerillas owed their 
success in being able to dominate the rural areas as time went on “the 
implications for us are clear." 


"If one bears in mind that our black native population lives mainly in 
rural regions, where the possibilities of large-scale terrorism and 
intimidations are the greatest, then one must recognize the fact that 
South Africa's strategic position is most intimately affected by the 
independence of Zimbabwe and of the Southwest.” 


Zimbabwe has become independent and the Southwest will acquire its inde- 
pendence on the terms which Africa has demanded for itself and which have 
become the legal basis for decolonization, namely, territorial integrity 
and self-determination. 


These same conditions will be set down and all the more so with respect 
to South Africa. 


Professor Wiechers stated that Zimbabwe's independence is the outcome of 

a successful revolutionary liberation struggle. Not recognizing the effect 
of this success on the aspirations of South Africa's own black population 
will be just another sign of the usual shortsightedness. 
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There is currently an assumption that greater economic advantages and 
sharing will cure the black man of his feeling of rebellion. There is 
little realization of the fact that through this very thing the black 
people will become involved in a white system of values which will end up 
emphasizing their inferiority and painfully impress it upon them,

Yet it should be a matter of priority for all people who are interested in 
the country's future to see to it that the President's Council and the 
proposed black council shall be exactly the instruments for consultation 
between the representatives of all the various national groups for arriving 
at a more satisfactory political order of things.

If Dr Slabbert wante to present his plan as an alternative for 
the prime minister's superplan for a new political, constitutional and 
socioeconomic order, hen the average voter can blame him for the already 
known Progressive Party's vagueness and lack of sufficient clarity. 





In geome ways the future vision of both Dr Slabbert and Mr Botha contain the 
same aime.

Ronald Reagan is the candidate for the 
Republican Party and, ae had been indicated eleewhere in these pages, and

What then? There is nobody who can at this time provide a satisfactory 
answer to the question of what can be expected from a Reagan administration 
in the United States and beyond. Perhaps Reagan himself cannot answer this. 
To be sure the convention in which he wae nominated arrived at a platform 

of principles--with an eye to the election-<but the candidate is not bound 
to these. If he becomes president, he can do as he pleases. 


One could not every rely on Reagan's statements. As governor of California, 
on more than one occasion, he acted opposite to what was expected of him. 

It would be surprising if the eame thing does not happen if and when he 
becomes president. This does not apply to Reagan alone. The same thing 
happened with Carter and with other as well. 


Many people are supporting Reagan not so much because they are in agreement 
with this or that policy, but because they are yearning for a change and 
they think he can see to this. In a world of insecurity and instability 
they want to have someone who can bring them back to the security of the 
past or to whatever now would appear as security. 


Actually, this is one of the reasons why many Americans voted for Jimmy 
Carter 4 years ago. But he disappointed them, and not only as far as he 
himself is concerned, but also brought his party into discredit. It remains 
to be seen whether Reagan will do any better. He and his advisors will 
perhaps discover that the anewers to the crucial questions of today are not 
entirely as simple as they have figured tham to be, that the security of 

the past is irrevocable, belongs to the past and cannot be won back. 


It takes a very strong person to turn back the tide of history. Reagan 
has not yet given the impression that he is strong enough to be up to 
this task.

MILITARY SERVICE CREATING DIFFICULTIES FOR FARMERS

[Text] For a young farmer who has to tend to his farming alone, it is 
impossible for him to leave his farm unattended for 3 monthe while he 
performs military duties. Therefore, a sensible planning of military duty 
for farmers has become an urgent necessity. 


This was the general opinion expressed in Capetown yesterday dur‘ng the 
congress of the Western Cape Agricultural Union when this matter was 
thoroughly discussed. 


it became apparent from the discussion that the problem comes up when farm 
ers are called to their military bases for training. It was made clear that 
they are not seeking favors, but that the exemptions board does not have a 
true concept of the daily activities on a farm. 


Commandos 


A restructuring of the commandos is being advocated so that the farmers who 
operate the same farm can serve in one commando. Thus the callup of 
servicemen in a certain region can be coordinated. After their t asic 
military training, farmers should be assigned to commandos. 


Hannes Schoonwinker of Swellendam mentioned the case of a young farmer 
from that district who wae called up to attend a 3-month combat training 
course starting in May of that year. Because that was sowing time he was 
forced to set 100,000 rand worth of seed and fertilizer in the ground 
earlier than usual and therefore at a great risk. He was not advised that 
he had been released from this duty until the moment he was about to leave. 


Ridiculous 


What is necessary is a local committee which will be able to advise the 
exemptions board in such instances. 

















Col L. Maartine, the commander of the Western Province Command, stated that 
if the appropriate command of a farmer recommends that he be exempted, he 
will get the exemption. But sometimes the reasons for exemptions presented 
to the board are ridiculous, About 20 percent of the farmers who are 
entitled to be exempted do not apply in time. 


Chrie Cilliere, the director of the South African Agricultural Union, stated 
the he « hoping for a better military service system for farmera in some 
parte of the country who are not being treated sympathetically.

He based his view on the fact that the standard of the 
Ugandan Hotels--the money spinner--was so poor that any tourist who visited 
Uganda today would never be tempted to visit the country again and neither 
will he advise any intending tourist to visit Uganda.

Sebalu, on Monday, was one of the members of the committee which was set 
up early this year to probe into the activities of the Uganda Hotels.

In the 19608, he went on, the 
headquarters was manned by one general manager, one operations manager and 
one personnel manager. But currently those posts were manned by about 50 
people who get free meals and free accomodation together with their depen-

OVERSEAS STUDENTS--Overseas students were being encouraged to return to 
Zimbabwe to gain practical experience rather than seek further qualifica- 
tions abroad, the Deputy Minister of Education, Mrs. Victoria Chitepo, told 
Mr S.D. Malunga (PF, Mat. North). Mr Malunga called for a statement on 
people studying overseas in view of the recent British withdrawal of study 
grants. Mre Chitepo said aid was no longer being granted overseas on an 
individual and personal basis, as during the years of UDI, when a special 
training programme had been in operation. Today a new prog amme was in 
operation, resulting from consultation between the British and Zimbabwe 
governments. Training was geared to Zimbabwe's specific manpower needs. 
Students would continue receiving overseas training that was not available 
in Zimbabwe, but only_in exceptional cases would they go on to do post-
